A fter his return he became pastor 
of several Presbyterian churches, one 
of his most notable achievements be­ 
ing the erection of a $250,000 edifice 
in Poughkeepsie where he was pastor 
from 
to 1910. He was the author 
of a number of papers,

time secretary of the New York Sab­ 
bath School Association, and recently 
wa- elected chairm an of the W orld’s 
Congress on Sabbath Observance.

Justification of Ban on Neutral 


Commerce Denied. 


U. S. TO ASK REPARATION 


The Allies Are Warned That Damages 


For Violation of Irrternational Law 


Is Expected. 


W ashington, April 6.—The United 
States governm ent m ade public its 
note to Great Britain announcing that 
it “could not adm it” either the right 
of the allies or their claims for jus- 
tlibation in placing an em bargo on all 
commercial intercourse between G er­ 
many aud neutral countries. 
“To adm it it,” says the com m uuba- 
tion, ‘would be to assum e an attitude 
of unneutrality tow ard the 
present 
enem ies of Great Britain, which would 
be obviously inconsistent with 
the 
solemn obligations of this government 
in the present circum stances, and tor 
(treat Britain to m ake such a claim 
would be for her to abandon and set 
at naught the principles for which sh# 
has consistently and 
earnestly con­ 
tended in other times 
and 
circum ­ 
stances.” 
The note reviews ut length tho Ie- 
gal phases of a blockade of belliger­ 
ent territory and virtual blockade of 
neutral 
coasts. 
In conclusion the 
United States states Its expectation 
that G reat Britain, afte r having con­ 
sidered “the possibilities of serious 
interruption of American trad e” under 
the "O rder in Council,” “will take the 
steps necessary to avoid them, and 
in the event th at they should unhajs 
pily occur, will he prepared to m ake 
full reparation for every aet, which 
under the rules of international law 
constitutes a violation 
of 
neutral 
rights.” 
The American communication Inter­ 
prets the circum stances under which 
Great Britain claims to be justified in 
adopting retaliatory m easures toward 
her enem ies as “merely a reason for 
certain extraordinary activities” by 
her naval forces “and not an excuse 
for or a prelude to any unlawful ac­ 
tion.” 
“ lf the course of the present ene­ 
mies of Great Britain,” the note adds, 
“should prove to be in fact tainted 
by illegality and disregard of the prin­ 
ciples of war sanctioned by enlight­ 
ened nations, it cannot be supposed 
and this governm ent does not for a 
moment suppose that his m ajesty’s 
government would wish tile same taint 
to attach to their own actions.” 
Ambassador Sharp at Baris was in­ 
structed 
to present a copy of the 
American note to Great Britain, to 
the French foreign office, with the 
statem ent that although the French 
adm iralty decree had not been offi­ 
cially received in W ashington, it was 
understood to he identical with the 
British Order In Council, and 
the 
American government, therefore made 
si ma tar reply.

Police Believe “Vendetta” Ic Recport- 
fible For Murder.

The Allies Are Warned That Damages 


For Violation of International Law 


Is Expected. 


Washington, April f».—The United 
Slates government made public its 
note to Great Britain announcdug that 
it “could not admit” either the right 
of the allies or their claims for jus- 
(ideation in placing an embargo on all 
commercial intercourse between Ger­ 
many and neutral countries. 
“To admit it," says the communica­ 
tion, ‘would be to assume an attitude 
of unneutrality toward the present 
enemies of Great Britain, which would 
be obviously inconsistent with 
the 
solemn obligations of (bls government 
in the present circumstances, and for 
Great Britain to make such a claim 
won bl be for her to abandon and set 
at naught the principles for which wha 
has consistently and earnestly con­ 
tended In other times 
and 
circum­ 
stances/* 
Tile note reviews at length tho le­ 
gal phases of a blockade of belliger­ 
ent territory and virtual blockade of 
neutral 
coasts. 
In conclusion the 
United States states its expectation 
that Great Britain, after having con­ 
sidered “the possibilities of serious 
interruption of American trade” under 
the "Order in Council," "will take the 
steps necessary to avoid them, und 
in the event that they should unhap­ 
pily occur, will be prepared to make 
full reparation for every act, which 
under the rules of International law 
constitutes a violation 
of 
neutral 
rights.” 
The American communication Inter­ 
prets the circumstances under which 
Great Britain claims to be justified In 
adopting retaliatory measures toward 
her enemies as “merely a reason for 
certain extraordinary activities” by 
her naval forces "and not an excuse 
Tor or a prelude to any unlawful ac­ 
tion.” 
“If the course of the present ene­ 
mies of Great Britain,” the note adds, 
"should prove to he In fact tainted 
by Illegality and disregard of the prin­ 
ciples of war sanctioned by enlight­ 
ened nations, it cannot be supposed 
and this government does not for a 
moment suppose that his majesty’s 
government would wish the same taint 
to Rttaeh to their own actions.” 
Ambassador Sharp at Paris was in­ 
structed to present a copy of the 
American note to Great Britain, to 
the French foreign office, with the 
statement that although the French 
admiralty decree had not been offi­ 
cially received in Washington, it was 
understood to be Identical with the 
British Order in Connell, and 
the 
American government therefore made 
Bimalar reply.

RUSSIANS DRIVE FOE BACK 


Great Army Smashes Austrians In the
